Ecimis witli mosl of his men occupied the soulhem part of the 
motpitain, but Derricks Dattalion was placed on the north of the 
left wing of W. L. Jackson, and the 1 1th l*avalry was placefi on the 
main top of the main mountain near the turnpike in rear of the 
artillery. General Jackson’s artillery was tduced north of the 
turn])ike. Ilis line of battle continued From the turut)ike north¬ 
ward around to Hills Creek, including tlie line of Derricks skir¬ 
mishers, as stated commenced at alM>ut 1 o’clock. Fighting tiereer 
and fiercer began in earnest and endeil at or near 4 or 4 ;2U in the 
evening. 

General Averell moved his men very near the top of DrtHip, the 
men were snr|)rist?d, but I was not. I told the General but I was too 
late with the news. That is why I was there in the charge to call 
Colonel Derrick to fall back. 1 lost my liorse by it, ajid was cap¬ 
tured to boot, but got away before they got oil* the mountain. 1 
belonged to Company B, 2fith Virginia C’uvalry, W. 1.*. Jacksmi’s 
Brigade. 1 wa,s a courier and then knew nearly all the southern 
lines of battle. 

The regiments in front of the center, east of Droop Mountain, 
that 1 knew' was there was the 14th Pennsylvania, the 8th and Ihth 
Cavalry, the lOlh West Virginia and 28th Ohio. Those two regi¬ 
ments done the heavy part of the fighting. All\^lines that I eoine in 
contact with that clay had skirmi.sli lines. As to prisoners eanght 
on eithei- side*, I don’t remember. Dnt there was forty eai)tured 
when I w'as. J might be able to be present and attend a meeting 
of the Comiailtee at some time this year, I can’t just say.

Milton Butcher, who was Jackson’s courier, carried tin: last 
order his chief gave. Tlie order was to Colonel Derrick, ami 
nrad, "Fall back to pike, wesi of arlillery.” 11c delivered tlie 
dispatch but liis liorse was killed and he was captured, hut made his 
osciipe. 

Major Krster. who coinmaiuloti Uie 4(»tli Uatlalion, wa.s in front 
of ihr 28tli Oliio. He .slopptul tluur atlvaiua* and they were (sivin^ 
hack, whereupon Kestcr shouted lo his men to stand firm for two 
minutes, saying tliey were whipped, hut before tiie two minutes 
w'ere up tJie lOtli West Virginia eoming up as (Nilonel says in 

his report, “just in the nick of time." turned the tide of Imtlle, and 
the Major found it more eonvenient lo run than stand. 

About tliis time, the (Confederate line was reinforecMl by four 
companies of the 22nd Virginia Infantry, and one company of the 
14th Virginia Cavalry dismounted. 'Phey poured a deadly (Ire from 
liehind a fail fence into the ranks of the lOlh West Virginia Infan¬ 
try, and especially into Comimny K, which happened lo he in an 
exposed position, and niajiy of it.s iiiemhers witre being shot down, 
UJid many wounded and some of its niemhers began to fall back. 
Their Captain was in prison and the First Lieutenant was on stulT 
duty, and the company had but one eDiiuiianding ollieer, Lieutenant 
Henry Bender, dohn D. Baxter, the orderly sergeant was in ail* 
vanoe of the company. At this point our ('hniriiian saw the cuudt- 
tion of the company and went up to Baxter and reipiesled him to 
get buck and help line up the company. T*o this request Baxter 
never replied, hut ru.shcd up and kicked two or three rails olT of 
the fence and they both jumped over the fence and Baxter reeeiveil 
a mortal wound. W. F. Morri.H^m, W. M. Barnett and John A. 
Blagg we believe were the next to cross the fence, ami while crovs- 
ing Blagg was badly wountied and Barnett hatl a leg shot olf. .Mor- 
rison eseaped unharmed. The man who slioi Barnett gave his life

Dr. T. M. Harris, of Ilarrisville, \V. Vu., was a physician oC 
note, and when the Civil War eume on he recruited the Kith West 
Vii'ijinia Infantry Kcgiment am! became its Colonel. He served 
witii distinction through the war. He coiiimundiMl n division in 
the camjmigii from Richmond to Appomattox, (Mir Chuirman. Mr. 
Sutton, saw him win his star, under the immediate eye of General 
Grunt, at Port Gregg, in the final assault on the Gonfederale de¬ 
fense at Petcjsburg, Virginia. 


Hamilton Griggs, a member of llie lOtb West Virginia Infuiitry, 
is authority for u story illustrating the coolness of (’olone! Harris 
in battle and under heavy fire. While Colonel Harris was leading 
Ills regiment into position for tlie final eliarge at Droop Mountain 
he passi'd to a section so rough tlnit he dismounted and was leail- 
ingJiis hor.st\ A bullet from lUe Coiife<lenile lines passed tlirough 
ihe long, red Iieard then worn by the tkiloiicl, enttiiig out a wisp. 
He siripped out tlie severed whiskers amt as lie dropped lliem to 
Ihe ground, turned to Adjutant Jolin Warnieke and saiid: ".John, 
take my horse hack to the rear; I’m afraid he’ll gel shot.” Then 
Jte e^atinued to leail iJie eliarge on foot.

\o\v we come to unotlier phase of the history of Droop Mountain.

••urly Indian tribes of Amerieu. We rend from journals of t*apl. 
Will, Tn*ni, who says tliat the Sliawnees were the most reniarkalde 
Ilf all the people inluiliiting the region east of the .Mississippi, la 
they fell miller tlie rule of tlie Six Nations luul for lialf a een- 
lunMhvy existed in various Iiranehes. The Miainis were a powerfid 
luihuiT*' It in naiil they were the only Indians thdt ever waged a .sue- 

• %-^'*fnl war with the Six Nation.s. The Delnwaiv Nation eonsisteil of 
n%r irihal lugiinixalioiis. They were driven hy the Six Nariun.s from 
iKr Ihdau.ire river to the Sns(|uehannu, then to the Alomuigaliela. 
KrrelM-\al n.i\ n that ihe't'atawha ami Delawaiv Indians wvre sjiid 
t*» have been engaged ill War when the valley of Virginia was Hist 
di^iiveced. Several bloody battles were fought helween those triU'.s

Thb nvnst liave been a great military camping ground for the 
varriurs of the forest by the side of a lake where the waters flow 
up cold and si^arkling. I imagine in this ancient lake there were 
countless millions of trout from which these warriors feasted and 
from tlie valleys and rivers. And rich hunting ground. Supplies 
Were abundant to feed the warriors, whose duty it was to protect 
the rich hunting grounds. And this the metropolis of the assem¬ 
bled tribes it is known that in tlic ages of the past different tribes, 
tierve anil warlike, fought with desperation and relentless fur>' 
over the prissessiun of favonnl territory. For time unknown the 
tribffs (d the north ami those of the south were at enmity. 

Dniop Mountain wa.s dnnhtless one of the strongest strategic 
position on the spurs of the Allegheny mountains. Droop Mouu- 
tsiii points with uniiiistakahle evidence to the metropolis of soitne 
fioHerfnl anil war-like nation and we doubt not that the verj' ground 
owr whieh the M>lflici*s of the sixties fought with such courage and 
ilartiig Was one made red with llie blood of the savage, a war-like

generations. The committee shall ascertain the owners of the land upon 
which the battle was fought and take a conditional option on some part 
of such land, of not less than fifty acres, at a price that seems reasonable 
to the committee. 

The members of the committee shall be paid their actual expenses 
Incurred in carrying out this resolution.

'I’ho Commi.s.sion inspected the battlefield and made a fairly 
ooinplofo survey of the .same. It comprises more than two thousand 
acres of lerritorv. 

Your Conunission further reports that they stood on the summit 
of Ilroop Mountain on a calm, quiet summer day, when the whole 
surrounding country .seemed at peace and there was nothing: to 
indionto that sixty-four years prior to that time tho.se who wore the

Prior to this battle there were no eonsiderable Confederate 
foret's anywhere in West Virginia except in the Green brier Valley, 
wliieJi wa.s held by the Confederates frojii its liead to its foot, a 

distance of about one hundred seventy miles, and which protected 
Virginia from attacks from the west. For the ])uri)ose of dislodging 
those Confederate, forces, General Averell was directed to march 
from Beverly, West Virginia,, to LewLsburg and that it was while 
on this march he met the enemy at Droop Mountain. The battle, 
was there fought on the (ith day of November, 18(i:}, between the 
forces commanded by General Averell, and the Confederate forei's 
by General John Fehols ajid Colonel William L. Jackson. 

Your Commission further reports that this was the only battle 
where the forces were composed largely of West Virginia soldiers, 
and fought on West Virginia soil. 

Droop Mountain is fourteen miles south of Marlinton, seven 
from Millpoint and four and one-tenth miles from Hillsboro, and 
it is also ten miles from Renic station, sixteen miles from Frankfort 
ami twenty-four miles from Lewisburg. Your Commis.sion further 
rrporls that Hills Creek, rising at the base of some high mountains, 
West of Droof) Mountain, sinks and passes under Droop Mountain, 
near the middle of the battlefield, then emerges at the eastern eilge 
where it is called Ijoeust Creek. It Hows about two mile.s to the 
(irt-enbrier River.

Your Commission further reports that the land optioned is not 
complete, nor can it be made so, without ac(piirinp the fifteen acres 
res(*rved. This vour commission would recommend should be done, 
at a reasonable price, to be agreed upon by the parties in interest. 

We wish to call special attention to the topography of the 
mountain. There is a straight ridge running north and south, 
through the greater part of the land optioned. This ridge is 
smooth and ri.ses to the north and would make a fine field for 
airjilanes to operate. 1 


Another matter of special intere.st is an ancient lake that was 
discovei’cd by the Chairman of your Commi.ssion. Its outline is 
])lainly marked and shows it to have been a magnificent lake of 
water, but the countle.ss ages have encroached upon its shore.s, until 
it. is covered over with elder brush, moss and vines. Its waters flow 
out from (he end of the lake, and with two .small fills would, in all 

probability, be suflicieut to impound the waters, to a depth of sev¬ 
eral feet, and a driveway around the lake would be about one mile 


in length, and we believe that the magnitude of the lake, covering 
mImmii. liftecn acri's, would support millions of mountain trout. 

^ our thimiuission would recommend that the land optioned 
should be purchased and a deed obtained and the title to the fifteen 
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ijcrrs rrscrviMl should also 1m* nl>fniiv*«l and that an npuropriarM,!, „r 
.tdo,()()().{)() may ho mado for Iho payinont of Iho lands and lo carry 
on flip work of iinprovomoid as rapidly as possililo, and wi' wtodd 
riirlhor rocoimnond that the niarkotalde tindior on tho lands ho sold 
and that tlip ridfjo, horoinhpforp roforrod to, should ho mado acoos- 
sihl for flyiiifr machines; and also that the water of the lake should 
ho impounded; and that suitahlo driveways and other attractive 
features be preiiared as early as possible and that ultimatoly a izroat 
park may be established and maintained that would bo oipud at least 
to those in other states. 

Your Commission would further recommend that your FjxooI- 
lency call the attention of the Governors of rennsylvania and (diio 
to the very valuable service rendered by the 14th Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, commanded by Colonel Schoonmaker, and the 2Slh Ohio 
Infantiy, comimanded by Colonel Moor, as these states mifzht desire 

TO perpetuate the memory of those brave men by a suitable monu¬ 
ment or monuments placed on tho battle lines where they foutrld. 

Your Commission here expresses the belief that by the expendi¬ 
ture of a reasonable sum of money on the Droop Mountain I’attie- 
field that it would become such an attractive resort and of a value 
lo the State beyond estimation in dollars and cents, and that the 
same would produce a ])atriotic sentiment that would forever be 
blended and clustered around the field that holds so many sacred 
memories.

Al't.T the foimtry was fm-d from Indian invasions and Virginia 
Imvann* vstalilislivd, tin* piMipla hcj^an to look inoiv to tlioir tinani-ial 
affairs and inililic interests. It was not lonjr until tlio.se west of 
tlie Alle^dienys became jealous of their ea.stern brethren. Toliaeeo 
was tin* money crop of the ea.st, raised by slave labor, whilst those 
west ot the mountains depended for many years upon furs and 
‘rinsenu’ as their principal commodity in tratle. And as it has been 
trom the bof^innin^ of time taxation be^an to be ajtitateil. The 
jtivat body of the east escaped very larj^ely from their eipial share of 
tin* burden, but controlled very lar*i:ely the political affairs of the 
state. Tile we.stern portion of the state was powerless. Their only 
relief was in separation. The Civil AVar afforded them that oppor¬ 
tunity; hence when the war came on, M‘2,00() of the youn*? men of 
We.stern \'ir^inia joined the Union forces. Thonj^h they were liv¬ 
in'; in a slave state the •treat majority refused to answer the call 
of Vir^tinia, and when the *i()th of June, 181)3, came, and We.s't 
Virttinia was admitted as a state into the union, the defenders of 
the new state were determined to sustain and defend the state at 
whatever cost of blood and treasure. The south was as fully deter¬ 
mined to retain the territor}' of the state, and to prevent the rend- 
iri'«' of the .state—a state for which we all have the most pix)found 
love and respect, lint a sacrifice had to be made and the battle 
was joineil—a battle of separation. The best blood of Virjjinia 
and West Vir;;inia, men who liad met on many bloody battlefields 
prior to the j;rcat Hattie of Droop .Mountain, sohliei*s inured to 
hardiliip and dangers, not soldiers of fortune, not soldiers for spoil, 
Init men in who*%e hi easts was a living principle, a principle im- 
idaiited in their youth by their father.s.

On top of picturesque Droop Mountain, about four miles 
from the little tovm of Hillsboro, in West Virginia, CCC Camp 
Price, Co. 2,598 have done some wonderful work on the State 
Park. 

It r.'as on this site that the greatest battle of the Civil 
War in West Virginia was fought about 72 years ago. It is said 
that the only brass cannon that this part of the confederate array 
had lies buried in a s^vamp within a stone's throw of the camp. 
Althou^^ 72 years have elapsed since the great battle, many signs 
and memoirs of it are left. While rambling through the woods one 
aay find the old rock breastworks which were used by the Confed¬ 
erate and Union soldiers alike. 

About three miles from the camp there is a large cave in 
’•hlch soldiers mamrfactured gun powder. It is now Icnom as 
"Saltpetre Cave." Occasionally old grave markers are found. 

Although there are signs posted along Route 219 showing the 
position of the great battlefield, it has not yet received much 
•t.entlon from tourists because of the seemingly impossibility of 
•*plormtion, as not much can be seen from the hi^way. This is 
ideal place for picnic's, as the CCC boys liave built chimneys
